City and county consolidation was 
the main topic of discussion at the 
regular monthly meeting of the asso­ 
ciated chambers of commerce of the 
San Gabriel valley, held Tuesday even­ 
ing at Baldwin Park. Aftor a sumptu­ 
ous banquet served by the ladies of the 
town in the grammar school building, 
and an address of welcome by " D a d " 
Johnson of Baldwin Park, the one hun­ 
dred representatives from the entire 
valley heard an able consideration of 
the much-mooted city and county con­ 
solidation question by ex-Congressman 
Charles Bell of Pasadena, and state 
senators 
Newton 
W. Thompson and 
Frescott F. Cogswell. 


County 
Assessor 
Ed Hopkins and 
County Supervisors Woodley and Ham­ 
ilton were present. Mr. Woodley, who 
is chairman of the flood control com­ 
mittee, made some pertinent 
remarks 
with reference to the storm water prob­ 
lems. 
/ 


The Honornble Charles Bell was very 
emphatic in opposing a consolidation 
of Los Angeles city and a part of Los 
Angeles county. 
He recalled tho fight 
made against the measure introduced 
into the legislature in 1907, when he 
was a collcnguo of both Mr. Cogswell 
and Mr. Thompson, and fought strenu 
ously to obtain the twenty-soven votes 
that 
prevented the consolidation act 
from passing. Mr. Bell declared .that 
Pasadena was unwilling now, as for­ 
merly, to go into Los Angeles 
city, 
either as a component 
1 part or as a 
district borough. The proposed borough 
plan will bo put up to the voters of 
Los Angeles at a special election, Octo­ 
ber 24. 


Although tho proposed borough pro­ 
vision is intended to give each borough 
reasonable jurisdiction over local mat­ 
ters, it 'ia patent to the smaller com-

would be done away with, but this com­ 
paratively 
small 
county 
expenditure 
could hardly be recognized as n- reason­ 
able saving. 
Apparently tho framers 
of the charter bill that was made a law 
when tho initiative .petition was pass­ 
ed, had no doubt but that large cities 
would 
consolidate 
within 
themselves 
the ontire territory of the counties in 
which they nro situated. 
On account 
of the groat area of Los Angeles coun­ 
ty, thiscomplete consolidation would bo 
unreasonable to expect, and it would 
assuredly 
bo necessary 
for the tag 
ends of the county to be disposed of us 
the state governing body saw til. 


In closing, Senator Thompson 
said 
that no division of the county should 
be submitted 
to unless the division 
lines are fairly drawn, and only with 
tho consent of outside districts. 


Senator Frescott F. Cogswell of El 
Monte nindfl the statement that it is 
wrong for the city of Los Angeles to 
secure the authority to sny what part 
of the county shall come into a consoli­ 
dation and what parts shall stay out. 
Ho recalled tho fact that Los Angeles 
city owes its rapid growth in large 
measure to the fertile acres that have 
not only helped to make a great city, 
but have contributed to tho upbuilding 
of an empire county. 


According to the senator, when the 
consolidation bill was defeated in the 
county 
government 
committee 
four 
years ago, the initiative charter mea­ 
sure was adopted, which carried at tho 
last general election and loft out en­ 
tirely all points of interest to outlying 
districts. He pointed out that the rural 
communities would bo helpless in the 
event of tho enabling act .passing tho 
nex^ 
legislature, 
because 
the 
cities 
would first voto on tho proposition, and 
thevn it would be put up to a vote of 
thj>i whole territory, which would be

of Los Angeles, and stated that until 
it could be shown that all parts of the 
county were getting their just deserts, 
he felt 
sure that the legislature in 
their sense of fairness would not pass 
an enabling act whereby tho city could 
reach out and absorb the richest and 
most populous communities and leave 
the outlying districts to shift for them­ 
selves. 


Senator Thompson, who has been a 
member of the state governing body 
for tho past eleven yoars, gavo a com­ 
plete resume of the scheme of city and 
county consolidation, as it has been his 
function to oppose the plan every time 
it has been agitated. 


In his oponing remarks he went on 
record as opposed to the plan, which, 
he states, has come up so many timcH 
as the result of advocacy by Los An­ 
geles people. 


According to the senator, it is neces­ 
sary to urgently prosont to the legisla­ 
ture at their next session tho injustice 
that would result in the passage of an 
enabling act whereby the city of Los 
Angeles would be at liberty to secede 
from the county and adopt a charter. 
True, this would come up to a vote by 
tho entire county, but the preponder­ 
ance of .polling strength in the city 
would make a victory easy. By virtue 
of this samo balance of power, it would 
be possible for Los Angeles city to 
select the rich and thickly populated 
parts of tho county that they wihsed to 
combine with thorn and bring them to­ 
gether with all Intervening 
territory, 
inside tho new boundaries. 
Tho bal­ 
ance of tho county, voting to be left 
out, or left out purposely by the newly 
organized division., would then be up 
against a serious problem. The state 
constitution as it is today 
precludes 
the formation of a new county in this 
case, as tho limits of such a now county 
cannot approach within flvo miles of 
the county seat of a county already 
formed. In this case Los Angeles would 
be both a city and county, and auto­ 
matically 
the formation 
of 
another 
county would bo impossible. The legis­ 
lature would be obliged to arbitrarily 
apportion the shell of territory 
left 
over to contiguous counties. 


There is one example of city and 
county consolidation in the state at 
[•resent. That is San Francisco, with 
an area of 40 square miles, This con­ 
solidation was effected in 18;~if, before 
the present 
constitutional 
provisions 
that 
would have made it impossible 
were adopted. Los Angeles is a county 
with some 4,000 square miles of terri­ 
tory, larger than the combined 
areas 
of Rhode Island and Delaware. A city 
aud county with such a vast territory 
i could not be presumed to be able to 
! effect a saving over the present admin­ 
istration.

tion protesting against grade crossings. 
It was tho sense of tho resolution that 
such railroad crossings were dangerous, 
und their chuap construction was not 
sufficient argument for their mainten­ 
ance, as compared with the danger to 
life entailed by their promiscuous con­ 
struction. 


On the motion of Mr. J . L. Mattel) ws, 
Mr. H. J . Evans, president of tho aso- 
ciated chambers of commerce, wus em­ 
powered to appoint a committee of flvo 
whoso duty it should bo to, keep in 
touch with the activities of Los A'ngn- 
IOH city in the city und county consoli­ 
dation scheme.

You cannot lock the wheels on your 
car when traveling at any speed with­ 
out seriously damaging your tires. When 
the wheels are locked the tires aro slid 
over tho rood. Tread surfaces nro often 
scraped—nearly always, if tho road sur­ 
face be rough. Tho rpsult is a pormn- 
ent weak spot, which in all probabil­ 
ity will lead to tho premature destruc- 
ion of the tire. 


There is quite a knack in braking. 
As a matter of fact, a car can be stop- 
icd just as soon, if not more quickly, 
when the wheels are not locked, as 
when they are. Anyway, slowing up 
icfore the corners and rough plnccs is a 
ot. better than pacing repair bills or 
mying new tires afterward. 


The massive, rugged trends on Sav­ 
age tires stand a lot of ubuso and give 
good service undor the most severe con- 
litions, but drivers should 
remembor 
that our tires give good service, not 
because of this abuse but in spite of it, 
and every good tire, whether it bo a 
Bavuge or not, will give hotter service 
and cheaper mileage if, among other 
things, the driver will uso cure in ap­ 
plying brakes.

lecturer, or the enjoyment of the his­ 
torical discussions of European states 
and their problems. 
Following the re­ 
markably 
attractive 
and 
instructive 
courses of a year ago, this winter's 
work, 
to cover 
smaller countries of 
Europe—Ireland, 
Scotland, 
Denmark 
Poland, Belgium, ami 8pain—bids fair 
to draw large and interested audiences 
as be.fore. 


Always picturesque, often 
unhappy 
but ever fascinating, Ireland was the 
topic for Monday's lecture, and the in­ 
teresting discussion was most ably sup­ 
plemented 
by 
Hcores 
of 
stereopticon 
Hlides illustrative 
of every 
phase of 
Irish life, historic, social, industrial and 
educational, all beautifully colored and 
Hhowing, even more plainly than words, 
the 
actual 
conditions and life of 
the 
Irish people. 


Prof. 
Knymond 
told 
with 
especial 
appreciation, the myriad 
m y t h s 
and 
legends of the country, where the be­ 
liefs 
in 
fairies, gnomes, 
giarils and 
dwarfs has been a vital part of the life 
iind literature. 
The fascinnting story 
of the Oiant's Causeway, of* Finn Mc- 
Coul, the lakes of the beautiful Killar- 
ney country and the heroic O'Donoghue 
•were letold to the delight of the audi- 
«nce. 


Beginning with the earliest history 
of the country, Prof. Raymond traced 
the racial development of its people 
through the long and troubled centur­ 
ies, very distinctly showing the reasons 
for the wide difference between Pro­ 
testant Ulster in the north arid Cath- 
olit^Jreland of the south, which has 
been at the basis of so much internal 
Htrife. The question of homo rule, with 
its magnificent backing by Gladstone, 


the- 
Grand Old Man of England, was 
fully explained, up to the point of ulti­ 
mate triumph under the Hon. Mr. As- 
quith in 1010. The vexing and always 
troublous land question was carefully 
traced from tho early confiscation by 
the invaders down to land 
purchase 
bills of 1885, 1888, 1903, and 1909, show­ 
ing how tardy justice was finally shown 
tho Irish people. 


Conditions of today, infinitely bettor 
industrially and socially than thooo of 
thO'paBt, with glimpses of the wondor- 
ful now possibilities opening up for the

through 
the 
broader 
educational 
opportunities,

Wino grapes have not in 
many vinoyards paid for the picking, 
with tho rosult that tho vineyards have 
been allowed to run down, havo grown, 
up with woods, and offer a very invit­ 
ing sight to tho passerby. 


" W e t s " Lack Humor. 


Nevertheless, tho " w e t s " havo put 
their "qnvo this beautiful 
vineyard" 
sign on thoso run-down properties. 


Persons passing in automobiles havo 
grown to rogard tho thing as a joke, 
and there has gone up a laugh through­ 
out the state ovor tho "ruin of tho 
beautiful vinoyards" which havo tho 
stamp of advorsity upon them. 


As a result, according 'to Sacramento 
newspaper men tho "savo this beauti­ 
ful vino-yard" signs tiro being taken 
down. 


Rubbing it Into Prisoners.

In everyone's mind ns ho pusses aro 
the statistics of Sun Quentin prison, 
which show the grent majority of the 
prisoners sent tftore owe their downfall 
to drink. 


As soon as tho " w e t " publicity de­ 
partment can get around to it they will 
no doubt remove this sign also, as it 
is gaining them no votes uiul losing 
them ninny. 


Election day of 1916 is to be one of 
the most crucial of all battle grounds 
between 
American 
sobriety 
and 
the 
American saloon. 
In all states where 
the issue is directly joined, it behooves 
Christian people to be up and doing as 
never before, and out of all other states 
every 
possible 
encouragement 
should 
be sent across state lines and every 
Impossible prayer sent up to heaven. 


Defeat in part or even along tht- 
whole line of these contests would not 
dismay men and women who are v*>m- 
mitted heart and soul to the temperance 
cause. 
They have learned to put im­ 
plicit faith in ultimate victory regard­ 
less of current incidents. 


Yet the cause can't afford to be de­ 
feated in 1910. 
The liquor men are 
looking for reaction in their favor as 
desperately as shipwrecked men at sea 
look for a plume of smoke. If they can 
win half the fights this fall, they will 
be out of their heads with joy and re­ 
vived hope. 


They must not be allowed any such 
cheer and reinvigoration.

In seven states the ballots of citi­ 
zens nre to be cast on the straight 
question 
whether 
intoxicating 
bever­ 
ages shall be sold within state bound­ 
aries. 
These states are: 


California, 
Montana, 
Idaho, 
South 
Dakota, Nebraska, Missouri, and Mich­ 
igan. 


The 
territory 
of 
Alaska 
likewise 
votes directly on prohibition, nnd the 
city of Baltimore with, certain other 
sections of Maryland is to face the 
same choice between saloons and no 
saloons. 


Then in Colorado and Washington, 
where statewide prohibition went into 
effect last January, the saloon element 
has 
initinted 
insidious 
bills 
which, 
without directly repealing the prohibi­ 
tory statutes, would if passed rob them 
of much efficacy. 


Finally tho Illinois matters political 
are so lined up that the outcome of the 
election 
will 
determine 
whether 
the 
state gets a county option law from 
next winter's legislature. 


Out of all these, only tho elections in 
tho city of Baltimore and tho state of 
Missouri need to bo acknowledged from 
tho temperance viewpoint as hopeless 
in advance. In tho former case a sa- 
loon-sorving legislature took care to" 
seo that there should not be a fair 
chance for tho "drys." 
In Missouri 
prolonged disagreement among prohibi­ 
tionists as to the wisdom of proceeding 
this yoar has forestalled any proper 
organization. 


But in every other place where the 
saloon forces and the temperance forces 
are actively pitted against one another, 
there is nn excellent 
fighting 
chance 
for tho anti-saloon side to win. 


And a fighting chance is a call to 
fight—tremendously. 


» # * 


Practically everywhere where prohi­ 
bition has lost such battles herotofore, 
there has boon just one comprehensive 
explanation—the pcoplo opposed to tho 
suloon didn't get into tho fight with 
tho same earnestness as tho saloon's 
friends did. 


Tho 
repeated 
disappointment 
has 
been that while tho saloon always lines 
up everybody that by hook or crook it 
can get a hold on, tho onomios of tho 
saloon seldom get intense enough to 
bring all their forces into piny. 


Many who might bo won for tho tem­ 
perance side by determined insistence 
uro permitted to got away to tho en­ 
emy. Many who if they voted at all 
would vote for prohibition are allowed 
to neglect thoir franchise. 


The.,most necessary concorn there­ 
fore in tho state contests now ponding 
is an effective drivo to develop tho 
wholo potential strength of decent citi­ 
zenship 
that 
by rights ought to be 
nguinst saloons. 


This calls not only for an organiza­ 
tion that will get out the voto, but 
also for a kindling of heroic zeal that 
will dare anything to crush tho liquor 
trudo and all its works.

To rally and organize tho moral ele­ 
ments of a stato in behalf of so groat 
a moral reform, it is natural for all 
concerned to look largely to the church. 


What 
today 
the 
world—even 
the 
world 
of 
liquor-makers 
and 
liquor- 
drinkers—expects of tho church is to 
make good on its avowed onmity to 
alcohol. 


When tho question is up, there is 
nothing for church ueoplo to do which 
will got thoin any honor in tho com­ 
munities whero they livo but to stand 
vigorous, verile, vehement, oven violent 
fighting nntagonism against the whole 
drunkard-making occupation. 


And it won't suffice for just tho min­ 
isters nnd a few church officers and tho 
militant women of tho Christian Tem­ 
perance Union to make tho fight alono. 


The credit of the church goes down 
unless every private member, young 
and old, is out In the open with every 
hazard staked on doing all the harm he 
can do to the saloons.—Ex.

"After the deluge comes the reckon­ 
ing," and throughout Southern Cali­ 
fornia there is a disposition on the part 
of all those interested in the condition 
of the crops to find out the full effect 
of the storm of Saturday, Sunday, and 
Monday, which according to the records 
kept by several people in this valley 
is the heaviest rainfall for this time of 
year in twenty years, the total rainfall 
being 2.66 inches. 
On Monday 1.11 
inches fell between the hours of 7 in 
the morning and noon, the downpour 


times torrential. September 24, 1908, I 
.2.4.9 inches of rain fell in Covina, as 
recorded by the guage of Mr. H. Tem­ 
ple. 


Orange growers are naturally elated 
as it does away with irrigation, and 
in addition washes the trees thoroughly 
from dust and smut. 


The bean and walnut men however 
have suffered material loss, but not to 
the extent that was anticipated on ac­ 
count of the low temperature which has 
followed the rain. During every minute 
of daylight the walnut growers have 
had large forces of men, women and 
children picking up the nuts and where 
this cours'e was pursued it is believed 
that the loss will not exceed live per 
cent of the total crop. 
The bems in 
the field suffered materially and the 
growers will be fortunate if they escape 
with a ten per cent loss. 


The only serious damage to railroads 
and roads as a result of the storm oc­ 
curred on Monday, when a break in the 
bank of the San Gabriel, 
between 
Duarte and the steel bridge, about four 
and a half miles west of Azusa on the 
Santa Fe railroad, washed out 100 feet 
of track of that line. The water came 
through a wash made by a similar 
break last year, which was in course of 
repair. 
Several score persons living at 
Rockland were compelled to flee to high 
ground when the water rose above the 
first floors of their homes.

Dr. A. J. Cook, until recently horti­ 
cultural commissioner of the state, died 
at Owasso, Mich., early Friday morn­ 
ing of last week. He passed away at 
the homestead where he was born 74 
years ago, the 30th of August. Mrs. 
Cook was at Claremont, her California 
home, at the time of his death. She was 
with him in the east until recently, but 
it was necessary for him to return to 
this place several weeks ago on ac­ 
count of failing health. 


The deceased is survived by the wi­ 
dow, of Claremont, a daughter, Mrs. 
, Norman Briggs of Washington, D. C , 
a brother Dick and a"son, A. B. Cook, 
both of Owasso, Mich. Dr. Cook had 
been in the east for about eight months 
receiving special treatment for tuber­ 
culosis of the spine. For a time he 
was under the care of Dr. L. B. Baldwin 
at a hospital in Columbus, O., but when 
it became apparent that he could not 
recover he went to the home of his son, 
where the end came peacefully. 


After graduating from the Michigan 
agricultural college in his youth, Dr, 
Cook took several courses at Harvard 
and Cornell. He came west in 1893 
*with a doctor of science degree, and 
took the chair of biology at Pomona 
college. For many years he did uni­ 
versity 
extension 
work in Southern 
California ranching districts, and the 
farmers' meeting programme that did 
n't list Dr. Cook as one of the speak 
ers was considered not much of an 
assembly. 


From 1893 to 1911 he was Pomona 
college and in 1911 he was appointed 
• to the office of state commissioner of 
horticulture. .He threw 
himself 
into 
that work with a great deal of energy 
—in fact, more energy than he could 
spare, for he had been afflicted with 
spinal trouble for more than twenty 
years. He found a great field for his 
activities along horticultural lines, and 
devoted a great deal of personal atten­ 
tion to the matter of fruit and nursery 
stock quarantine, which probably is the 
reason that Southern California citrus 
districts are not now hotbeds of citrus 
canker and other pests. 


Early in 1915 he was compelled to 
ask for a leave of absense in order to 
take treatment under the care of spe­ 
cialists in the east. He tendered his 
resignation from the office of commis­ 
sioner shortly afterward, but it was 
not accepted until last July, when it 
became evident that he would not be 
able to resumo the work. The inter­ 
ment took place in Owasso, Mich.
